The word "nationalism" is generally 
taken as signifying a natural spirit of 
national patriotism, a love for one** 
own country and a feeling that it Is 
the best in the world, and a disposi­ 
tion to defend it willingly and gladly 
against all assaults. This is the legiti­ 
mate, wholesome sort of nationalism. 
It is sometimes 
perverted 
into a 
spirit of prejudice, jealousy and hat­ 
red against other nations, in which 
case It becomes evil. 
Germany is the most glaring exam­ 
ple of nationalism carried to evil ex­ 
cess. It was super-nationalism, really, 
that cairned the war. At present there 
Is such a marked stimulus to nation­ 
alism everywhere that it is well to be 
on guard against overdoing the thing. 
II Is internationalism, however, that 
Is moot misunderstood. Not so long 
ago most people who thought of the 
m atter at all regarded international­ 
ism as signifying more than anything 
else a spirit of human brotherhood 
heartily deserving of commendation. 
Today, many people seem to regard it 
as a term of reproach. This is due to 
a lack of discrimination. 
The new republic performs a useful 
service in pointing out that there are 
two kinds of 
internationalism, the 
[White and the Red. 
It is true that the Bolshevik! call 
themselves internationalists. 
So did 
some of the Marxian Socialists who 
preceded the Bolshevik!. So did the 
Chicago Anarchists. So do the I. W. 
W.’s. But it is a very shallow thinker 
who confuses their Red internationl- 
ism with the White brand represented 
by the League of Nations. 
"The 
Red 
internationalism 
of 
Marxian Socialism and of Bolshevism I 
is based upon the principle of class 
interests transcending national boun­ 
daries. 
‘Proletarions 
of 
all 
lands, 
unite!* The Russian, German, French, 
British and American workingmen are 
assumed to have identical interests 
in their struggle against the capitalis­ 
tic class, which is also assumed to be 
working toward an international or­ 
ganisation. 
"Not so with the White interna­ 
tionalism. Class divisions are assumed 
by it to be wholly subordinate to the 
organic unity of the nation In a fun­ 
damental sense, it is assumed, the 
interests of the American working­ 
man are associated with the interests 
of the American employer. Both are 
prejudiced by war or the menace of 
war; both are Interested in the com­ 
mercial policies of foreign nations; 
both suffer when the world at large 
is torn by social crisis or cast down 
by industrial depression. 
____ 
“Since it is no longer possible” for 
the nation to safeguard itself by its 
own efforts against world forces inim 
leal to peace and prosperity, reason 
impels it to enter into co-operative 
relations with other nations.” 
Red hiternatiopalism is trying to 
break up the nations. White interna­ 
tionalism is trying to preserve them. 
with all their best qualities, and en 
able them to live and work together 
in peace ami harmony, to their com­ 
mon banna t. 


While most of the thinking people 
in the world are pondering over the 
problem of Bolshevism, and represen 
tatives 
of 
the so-called 
“capitalist 
class” are particularly worried about 
the spread of radicalism in general 
it is a good time to consider sugges­ 
tions offered for the solution of labor 
problems by Dr. Charles W. Eliot, 
president emeritus of Harvard. 
Dr. 
Eliot is recognized as one of the na 
tion’s clearest and fairest thinkers on 
economic matters, and he has given 
years of study to the subject. 
He holds, first of all, that employ­ 
ers must abandon “every form of au 
tocratic government," because autoc 
racy today is no more tolerable In 
industry than it is in political life. 
He urges wider recognition of labor 
unions and a universal acceptance of 
the “collective bargaining” principle; 
better provision for the health, edu­ 
cation and morals of working people, 
not as charity but as a matter of 
justice and sound business; an ex­ 
tension of co-operative management 
and an equal voice for employes on 
managing committees; 
the develop­ 
ment of the partnership system, giv­ 
ing 
labor a proper 
share 
in 
the 
profits and the business control. 
These 
suggestions 
would 
have 
sounded very radical a few years ago. 
Today 
they are likely 
to be ac­ 
cepted, by employers awake to the 
signs of the times, as simple justice 
and practical common sense- 
But the duty is not all on the side 
of the employer. The employe is re­ 
minded by Dr. Eliot that if he hopes 
to inaugurate a new and better sys­ 
tem he must get rid of the idea that 
the capitalist is his nautral enemy; 
he must give up ail practice of or 
belief in violence to attain industrial 
ends; and he must give up, particu­ 
larly 
at this 
time 
of world wide 
shortage of commodities, the idea of 
an absurdly short working day and a 
limited output. 
It is undoubtedly aiong these lines 
that safety and prosperity are to be 
found for both employers and em­ 
ployes. What both sides must clearly 
recognize 
is that 
there can 
he no 
safety nor prosperity for either with­ 
out the willing co-operation of the 
other, and that willing co-operation 
can be obtained only through square 
treatment.

NOTHING DOING 


We give below a statement on the League of Na­ 
tions made by George W. Wickersham, former at­ 
torney general of the United States. He is a Repub­ 
lican, and one of the ablest constitutional lawyers in 
the country. He spent af considerable time in Paris, 
nd while there wrote some pretty severe criticism of 
President Wilson. 
But he doesn’t find much fault 
with the League of Nations. The following declara­ 
tion is his mature verdict: 
MR. W ICKERSHAM ^ STATEM ENT 
Before I went abroad last December I was decid­ 
edly opposed to our country’s becoming involved hi 
any “entangling alliance” with the nations of Europe. 
This attitude, I felt, was true Americanism. I looked 
upon the idea of a “League of Nations” with skeptic­ 
ism. 
Closer acquaintance with conditions resulting 
from the war, realized during two months’ sojourn in 
England and France, has greatly modified my opin­ 
ion. I feel sure that none of the leading opponents of 
the League of Nations in America today could go 
through the same experience without undergoing a 
like conversion. 
The plain fact is that this proposal for a League of 
Nations is one that cannot be thought out completely 
in America. 
I had no dramatic conversion. There was no single 
experience, no sudden burst of light, which sent me 
hack, like Said of Tarsus, to preach a different Gospel. 
But on the ground, face to face with world facts, in­ 
stead of at home engrossed in historic doctrines, it 
was impossible not to see that America is already 
enmeshed in a world situation from which she cannot 
withdraw. 


Let us not delude ourselves, hut fyce facts. The 
people of America must realize that they are com­ 
mitted to more than merely academic participation in 
the affairs of the world. It is the first step that counts. 
We have apparently taken a step from which we can 
not retreat. What its consequences may be no man 
now may foretell. 
But if we were inevitably drawn into the war, we 
were just as inevitably drawn into the terms of set­ 
tlement. In a general way every American must rec­ 
ognize this; hut the full extent of America’s responsi­ 
bility can scarcely be appreciated here. 
It wasn’t argument that convinced me. II was a 
clearer understanding of the facts. 
Hie present League of Nations plan is not perfect. 
Tt not only admits of amendment, hut it should he 
amended. 
Let me sum up in this way: The United States, 
by entering the war and dictating the terms of peace, 
has assumed a responsibility for securing the fruits 
of victory and for an honest effort to insure a perma­ 
nent peace and the protection of the world against 
Bolshevism—anarchy. This can only lie accomplished I 
by a close union or league of nations that together 
conducted the war and overthrew the power of G er-, 
man military autocrocv. The proposed peace cove­ 
nant is the only tangible scheme before the world. 
It can readily be amended to remove the substantial 
objections. 
I am in favor of urging those amend­ 
ments and of directing the expression of public opin- j 
ion to the end of compelling the ratification of the 
treaty when it shall be submitted to the United States 
Senate.

the campaign. 
“We have organized a state-wide

The farm already includes 33,000 acres of irrigated land under 
cultivation. 
Altogether it will contain 200,000 acres, leased from the 
government by a corporation organized by Thomas D. Campbell, a 
North Dakota farmer, and backed by J. P. Morgan and other New 
York financiers. 
The most approved corporate methods will be applied to the rais­ 
ing of grain. 
The farm will be divided into 5,ooo-acre units just as 
a great manufacturing concern is divided into separate plants or fac­ 
tories, with each farm under a different manager, and all the manag­ 
ers responsible to one executive head.
